President made his tough 
anti-inflation broadcast CIO president Phil 
Murray tried to pressure him to soft-pedal 
a ceiling on wages. 
Murray approved the other six points 
of the 
President’s program, but wanted 
him to lay off the one applying to labor. 
With the vigorous support of AFL mo­ 
guls, Murray 
had been 
trying 
to 
get 
him to do this for weeks. 
But when sev­ 
eral earnest efforts to talk the matter out 
with Murray proved unavailing. Roosevelt 
turned a deaf ear. 
Murray made his last-minute effort by 
trying to call Roosevelt on the phone. But 
the answer came that he was busy putting 
the finishing touches on his speech, could 
not be interrupted. 
In this undercover pressure attempt an 
intimation was made to the White House 
that in retaliation, the AFL and CIO might 
withdraw their representatives on the W ar 
Labor Board, which has jurisdiction over 
the wage question. The CIO did this once 
before when the old National Defense La­ 
bor Board turned down John L. Lewis’ de­ 
mand for a closed shop in the “captive” 
mines. 
This walk-out smashed the NDLB and 
forced the President to reorganize it into 
the WLB. 
The latest walk-out threat drew* a swift 
and blunt counter-challenge. 
Word has 
been sent the laborites that if they quit 
the WLB. 
the President will bar them 
completely from the agency. 
He will re­ 
constitute it into a body of five or seven 
members representing only the public at 
large. 
Note: 
Insiders say the real reason for 
Murray’s agitated efforts to block a wage 
ceiling is fear that John I.. Lewis will use 
this in his bitter personal vendetta a^ain-st 
Murray.

Child’s Development 
T he c h a p te r on “ P h y s ic a l 
Health” considers the sequence of 
a child’s development, sleep, fresh 
air and sunshine, hot weather pre­ 
cautions, exercise and play, toy* 
and games, flat foot, baby teeth, 
permanent teeth and so forth. The 
chapter on “ Mental Health” with 
intelligence tests is very conserva­ 
tive and sane. 
Extremely 
im portant is the 
chapter on common contagious 
diseases and also a chapter on non­ 
contagious diseases, with the signs 
which should give warning. 
Other chapters consider the in­ 
cubator baby and the adopted 
child. 
Something new in a textbook of 
this kind is the recommendation to 
keep a medical chart which will 
have information th at will be use­ 
ful in later years. To read this is 


to get an idea of w hat an experi­ 
enced pediatrician like Dr. Sauer 
believes it necessary to immunise 
a child against—w hat skin tests 
are necessary.
